EGYPT'S MINING INDUSTRY. 


With respect to the numerous mining enter- 
prises which have been inaugurated in Egypt, 
says the “Financier,” the outeome, upon the 
whole, though not brilliant, is not discourag- 
ing ; but the mineralised part of the country 
is of a character which demands thorough 
examination and stady. It appears in the 
highest degree probable that numerous loca- 
lities will justify the employment of capital 
when sufficiently careful and systematic pros- 
pecting has been done. In this connection 
the establishment by Government of « 
separate Department of Mines is of great im. 
portance, and it is to be hoped that a geologi. 
cal survey of the whole country will be 
proceeded with, with as much dispatch as the 
finances will permit. 

The vast amounts of gold and other precious 
minerals which were found in Egypt in ancient 
times seem to have been all won from Wwork- 
ings the maximum depth of which was about 
250 ft, and the great majority far less It. is not 
to be supposed that under thdse conditions 
anything like an exhaustion of the ore-body 
was accomplished. Without any reasonable 
doubt, it may be assumed that vast quantities 
of valuable ores are still awaiting discovery, 
and at a moderate depth—in view of the ex. 
ploits of modern mining —there will be plenty 
of payable ore brought into view before very 
long Up to now, however, the practical draw- 
back to Egyptian mining for the yellow metal 
has been the variable and uncertain yield of 
the ore. A vein has been struck which assayed 
exceedingly well, but which, on further exami- 
nation, was proved to be of such a mixed cha- 
racter that the richness of any one cubic yard 
was little criterion of what might be in the

be true of one part of such a region is no guide 
to what may be found in another. Yet the 
prospector in the valley of the Nile has at least 
one guide of considerable value. The 

is in many parts honeycombed with the remains 
of ancient workings, most of which may be 
regarded as so many finger posts pointing down 
to possible riches below. 

If ever the mineral deposits of Egypt be- 
come relatively anything approaching to the 
importance they achieved in the times of the 
Ptolemies, the country will once again be one 
of the very richest portions of the surface of 


| the globe. Without anticipating any such 


outcome, it is quite permissible to sarmise that 
the results of persistent examination may lead 
to the establishment of a mining industry of 
considerable proportions, which will become an 
important factor in the moulding of the coun- 
try’s destiny. 

Given prosperous agriculture, an expanding 
mining industry and a rational and honest 
Government, it is obvious that. Egypt will 
«fford a multitude of legitimate openings for 
the employment of capital, and that for a very 
long period. How far this capital will be 
British is a question to answer which will bs 
easier a quarter of a century hence. Meantime, 
French, Belgian, German and Italian interests 
in the country are being vigorously pushed. 
[tis not to be supposed for a moment that 
British capitalists and British corporations 
in Egypt are going to get the cream of 
the business going without let or hindrance. On 
the contiary,the country seems likely to remain, 
as ithas been certainly ever since the time of 
Napoleon, something in the way of a battle- 
ground—not necessarily physical —for the 
nationalities of Europe, England has at the 
present time the advantage of toa great extent 
controlling the administration of the country, 
but this exceptional position is keenly resented, 
even yet, by other foreigners in the country, 
and no opportunities are lost of taking such 
action as is calculated to neutralise what is 
regarded as the undue authority of Great 
Britain, The only way in which British busi- 
ness interests in Egypt can be successfully 
maintained in the face of foreign enterprise is 
by the exercise of equal keenness and equa! 
sdaptability to the circumstances of the time 
and local environment.

Then he underwent 
the rest of the execution without giving any 
expression or even sign of feeling.

Weir Sobaltz, the architect of the new charch, 
gives a deroription of the building. The plan 
is in the form of a Latio cross, the chancel 
being, as is customary, towards the B-st and 
the nave to the West. The transepte, of wh ch 
there will be two, can be used separately as 
chapels. It has been soggested thet the North 
transept becalled the Gordon Memoria! Chspel, 
and that there shoold be arranged varioas me- 
morial panels which have already been pro- 
mised by friends of those who have fallen in 
the diecharge of their doty in the Sudan. 

The design for the charch includes a de 
tached tower of considerable sizs. [t is hoped 
that this tower will contain « peal of bells and 
a clock.

The frontier line printed oa 
certain maps German especially, is caloalated 
togive one « false imptession, for they allow 
Torker, eastward of Jarabob, a wider margin 
than what she is entitled to—and this is done 
probab'y to please the Su'tan.
